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MOLD  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL  REPORT,  1947. 

It  is  no  easy  thing  to  write  this  last  Annual  Report  of  the  Mold  Cot¬ 
tage  Hospital,  which  for  7  1  years  has  carried  on  its  beneficent  work  with 
he  support  and  sympathy  of  every  class  and  creed. 

Possibly  it  is  true  that  in  the  future  the  rising  costs  of  all  Hospital 
services  would  have  necessitated  some  form  of  financial  help  from  the 
State,  if  efficiency  was  to  be  maintained,  but  the  record  of  Mold  is  one  of 
constant  expansion,  and  it  is  almost  incredible  that  in  1  900  the  total 
expenditure  was  £214  3s.  1  0d.,  and  in  1947  £4.951  4s.  4d.,  yet  the 
Hospital  has  never  been  in  debt. 

The  Board  of  Management  were  unanimous  in  the  determination  to 
hand  over  to  the  new  Health  Authority  a  thoroughly  well-equipped  unit 
to  serve  the  increasing  population  of  the  town  and  district,  and  for  this 
purpose  decided  to  realise  investment  capital,  accumulated  through  the 
years  from  gifts  and  legacies. 

A  very  beautiful  ward  of  ten  beds  is  now  completed,  together  with  the 
enlargement  of  the  operating  theatre  and  out-patient  rooms,  and  a  small 
Home  for  the  Staff  will  be  opened  very  shortly — the  whole  being  a  worthy 
memorial  to  those  who  by  their  voluntary  offerings  of  service  and  money 
have  served  their  generation. 

To  complete  these  improvements  £908  4s.  8d.  has  already  been  raised 
to  which  must  be  added  £100  subscription  by  the  employees  of  the  Castle 
Fire  Brick  Company  and  £50  from  the  employees  of  the  General  Refrac- 
toriese  Ltd.,  for  necessary  equipment,  of  which  details  will  be  found 
later  in  the  General  Report. 

During  these  alterations  considerable  dislocation  of  the  ordinary  Hos¬ 
pital  service  has  been  inevitable,  but  the  record  of  work  for  194  7  shows 
but  little  reduction.

On  July  5th,  1948,  our  Hospital  will  pass  to  the  control  of  the  Welsh 
Regional  Committee  at  Cardiff,  and  the  management  presumably  to  the 
fifteen  members  of  the  Wrexham  Area  Committee,  to  which  district  we 
have  been  allocated,  together  with  Hospitals  as  far  distant  as  V/elshpool, 
Dolgelley  and  Barmouth. 

To  forecast  the  future  is  impossible,  but  this  Report  cannot  close 
without  grateful  acknowledgment  of  the  long  and  cordial  association 
between  the  Cottage  Hospital  and  the  Consultant  Staff  of  Chester  Infirm¬ 
ary,  which  has  meant  so  much,  to  both  patients  and  the  doctors  respon¬ 
sible  for  their  cases.  No  less  valuable  has  been  the  work  of  Mr.  W.  E. 
Hunter  as  Aural  Surgeon,  and  the  crowded  Clinic  on  Friday  mornings  is 
witness  of  his  kindness  and  skill. 

It  is  impossible  to  measure  the  value  of  this  ungrudging  service,  given 
for  the  most  part  without  regard  to  adequate  reward,  and  fulfilling  the 
very  highest  tradition  of  a  great  profession. 

But  the  foundation  of  every  Hospital  Service  rests  upon  the  quality  of 
the  Nursing  Staff,  and  memory  goes  back  over  the  years  to  the  many  who 
have  given  loyal  and  efficient  service.  It  is  quite  unnecessary  to  write  of 
our  appreciation  of  the  present  Matron,  Miss  Coleman,  who  together  with 
Sister  Gibbons,  has  done  so  much  to  win  the  love  and  confidence  of  her 
patients,  and  to  teach  her  staff  the  high  standards  required  in  their  pro¬ 
fession.  We  wish  them  all  great  success  and  happiness  under  the  new 
conditions. 


It  is  the  standard  of  nursing  which  will  be  the  future  test  of  the 
National  Service,  for  the  present  shortage  of  nurses  can  only  be  partly 
remedied  by  increased  salaries  and  easy  conditions.  “  The  strongest  of 
you  will  be  wanted  at  the  wash  tub,”  said  Florence  Nightingale  to  her 
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little  band  of  enthusiasts,  and  it  is  only  through  the  appeal  to  unselfish 
service  in  work,  though  hard,  is  more  than  worth  while,  that  our  modern 
girls  will  return  to  this  splendid  vocation  and  ministry.

Thirty-five  years  is  a  long  term  of  office,  and  all  friends  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  will  be  glad  to  acknowledge  the  untiring  work  of  Mr.  Jacques  as 
Secretary  ;  equally  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  F.  A.  Roberts,  F.R.I.B.A., 
who  has  spared  no  trouble  over  many  structural  improvements  ;  and  the 
long  link  with  the  Deeside  Hospital  Association  must  not  be  forgotten, 
under  the  firm  but  kindly  leadership  of  Mr.  Thomas  Ketland,  to  whom 
thousands  of  workers  owe  the  benefit  of  free  Hospital  treatment  for 
themselves  and  their  families.  We  thank  also  the  management  and 
workers  of  many  industries  for  their  generous  support,  and  together  with 
them  the  countless  numbers  of  the  public,  young  and  old,  rich  and  poor, 
who  have  never  failed  for  three  score  years  and  ten. 

One  final  message  must  go  out  to  the  many  who  have  served  on  the 
domestic  staff.  Cooking,  cleaning  and  washing  up,  may  seem  of  little 
account,  but  they  are  the  completion  of  every  Health  Service,  whether 
in  home  or  Hospital. 

In  the  coming  months  as  we  go  forward  to  a  period  of  almost  revo¬ 
lutionary  change,  we  give  thanks  for  the  vision  which  prompted  the  first 
buildings  in  1877,  for  the  sympathy  which  has  maintained  increasing 
usefulness,  for  success  in  healing,  the  relief  of  pain,  and  for  the  saving  of 
many  lives,  and  we  can  fitly  close  this  last  Report  with  words  which  are 
the  motto  of  a  great  City  Company,  “  To  God  be  the  Honour  and  Glory.”
